History 
man loins 
fight to 
save pub 

A HISTORY society mem¬ 
ber has become the latest 
objector to plans to demol¬ 
ish a Dudley pub. 

George Blackham, of 
Sedgley Local History Soci¬ 
ety, has joined calls to pre¬ 
serve the King Arthur. 

Jahorina Limited, which 
bought the pub on the cor¬ 
ner of Birmingham New 
Road and Priory Road for 
more than £1.3 million, 
wants to flatten it. 

It believes the 1930s 
building does not have a vi¬ 
able future as a pub and the 
site would be better used for 
a store. 

But history enthusiasts 
have written to Dudley 
Council to lodge objections. 

Mr Blackham said: “The 
late 1930s public house is 
situated at a ‘gateway’ to 
the centre of Dudley and its 
elevated position demands 
the retention of this striking 
building. The King Arthur 
is a fine example of a road¬ 
house facing the 1920s Wol¬ 
verhampton to Birmingham 
dual carriageway.” 

The chairman of St 
John’s Church Preservation 
Group, Deb Brownlee, and 
Christine Buckley, of All 
Saints Vicarage, Sedgley, 
have lodged objections. 

But there have been let¬ 
ters of support. English 
Heritage decided against 
listed status due to loss of 
origi nal features. _ 

Town houses 
plan for hall 

A £192,000 scheme to con¬ 
vert Holloway Hall, Dudley, 
into two town houses has 
been announced by Dudley 
Council. 

The building is near the 
Holloway Chambers and 
Elizabeth House, Priory 
Street, which were con¬ 
verted into offices. The 
council is working to in¬ 
crease the number of homes 
in the town centre and Hol¬ 
loway Hall has been chosen 
as the next stage. 

Some of the cash for it has 
come from the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 


£ 1.4m ARREARS 
SPARK CONCERN 


FIGURES revealing council house 
tenants in Dudley owe more than 
£1.4million in unpaid rent have been 
described as deeply concerning. 

There are currently around 5,435 households 
in arrears across the borough, council has said. 
It has been offering additional support to fam¬ 
ilies struggling to make ends meet. 


But the number of people 
in arrears has fallen com¬ 
pared with September last 
year, when more than 9,000 
tenants were in arrears. 

Reforms such as the ‘bed¬ 
room tax’ and the introduc¬ 
tion of a benefit cap which 
came into force last year 
have been blamed for people 
falling behind on their pay¬ 
ments. 

The total amount owed to 
the council is £1,405,690. 

Councillor Ken Finch, 
who represents Castle & 
Priory, one of Dudley’s most 
deprived wards, said he was 
‘deeply concerned’ by the 
figures. 

Struggling 

He said he was seeing an 
increase in the number of 
people with rent problems 
attending his weekly sur¬ 
geries 

“The bedroom tax and 
other benefit reforms have 
really taken their toll. 

“It’s not just one cut but 
many that are affecting peo¬ 
ple. People are really strug¬ 
gling. 

“We are seeing more and 
more people who are having 
problems paying their rent. 
But for every one we are 
seeing, I’m sure there are 
three or four more who are 
struggling in silence.” 

There has also been in¬ 
creased demand for the 
council’s mortgage advice 
service which has helped 
more than 350 people dur-

ing the past year. Council¬ 
lor Gaye Partridge, cabinet 
member for housing, said: 
“At the end of July 5,435 
tenants were in arrears and 
the value was £1,405,690. 

“If anyone is struggling 
to pay their rent it is impor¬ 
tant that they don’t ignore 
it but contact us and we can 
help. 

“We have income man¬ 
agement officers who can 
talk through their problems 
with them, make sure that 
they are receiving ah the 
of the benefits that they are 
entitled to and put together 
a manageable plan to help 
them pay off any arrears. “ 

Figures released at the be¬ 
ginning of the year showed 
there were around 4,000 
people on the waiting list 
for council properties in 
Dudley. 

Of these, 2,091 were 
hoping for a one-bed- 
room property and 1,420 
for a two-bedroom home 
with only 441 seeking a 
three-bedroom property and 
143 a four-bedroom. 

The number of calls taken 
by homeless charity Shelter 
from people struggling to 
pay for their homes in the 
West Midlands has soared 
by just more than 97 per 
cent in the past two years. 

In the year to the end of 
March it had calls from 679 
people .

“Billie is gorgeous and 
already very alert, he loves 
watching what’s going on 
around him and is starting 
to communicate with group 
members through facial ex¬ 
pressions, which is how the 
species interacts.” 


£50,000 
grant for 
church's 
project 

CHURCHLEADERS in 
Sedgley have secured a 
£50,000 grant to revamp 
their building’s entrance 
and to create a cafe. 

It is part of a wider 
scheme at St Andrew’s URC 
Methodist Church aimed at 
boosting facilities for the 
community. 

The church, which was 
built in 1857, serves more 
than 800 people each week, 
including many from one of 
the most deprived wards in 
the area, the Beacon Estate. 

It is working to improve 
access to the building and 
encourage the community 
to use the community cafe 
and the planned drop-in and 
youth activities. 

The grant has been 
awarded by the Biffa 
Award’s Community Build¬ 
ings scheme. 

Work includes demol¬ 
ishing the entrance and 
installing a light and airy, 
fully glazed, and centrally 
situated entrance vestibule. 

The church is used by an 
array of community groups. 

Hot lunches are also 
served to senior citizens 
once a fortnight. 

June Weaver, volunteer 
coordinator at St Andrew’s 
outreach committee, said: “I 
know that there are many 
lonely people in Sedgley who 
will benefit from our pro¬ 
posed new coffee bar which 
will be more visible from the 
street.”

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NIP remembers Attenborough's visit 


TRIBUTES have poured in from 
the worlds of entertainment and 
politics following the death of Rich¬ 
ard Attenborough. 

The Oscar-winning actor and di¬ 
rector died on Sunday at the age of 
90 and he is fondly remembered by 
the people he met during his visits 
to the West Midlands over the years. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin re¬ 
members the lifelong Labour sup¬ 


porter helping out with the party’s 
campaign during a by-election in 
the area 20 years ago. He turned out 
to lend his support to Ian Pearson, 
the Labour candidate in the 1994 
Dudley West by-election. 

“I remember him arriving in his 
Rolls-Royce in Brierley Hill High 
Street,” said Mr Austin, who was 
then a Dudley councillor. “It wasn’t 
every day you saw a gleaming Rolls- 


Royce in Brierley Hill High Street, 
and it did cause a bit of a stir, it was 
quite exciting.” The actor joined Mr 
Pearson for tea in at Nan’s Cooking 
cafe, Moor Centre, before hitting 
the campaign trail in Sedgley. 

He said he did not feel at all out 
of place in Brierley Hill, adding: “I 
don’t spend my life at plush parties 
and premieres. I am a very down 
to earth person.” In 1950, he paid 


tribute to the Royal Navy during an 
appearance at Dudley’s Gaumont 
cinema, while sea scouts formed a 
guard of honour on the stage. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Alderman 
W H Molineux, introduced him and 
signed autographs for many of the 
200 waiting fans. Later, he ap¬ 
peared at the Danilo cinema, Stour¬ 
bridge, and rover scouts and sea 
rangers formed a guard of honour.

It comes as consultants 
employed by the council 
say around £400,000 would 
have to be spent clearing as¬ 
bestos from the building in 
order to make it safe. 

The friends’ group and 
Events that Rok, which 
have both submitted plans 
to run the venue, have been 
granted one-off access to 
the building to check on its 
current state and make any 
further assessments. 

Yet officials say the visit 
can only be made by wear¬ 
ing protective masks and 
clothing due to the levels 
of the substance exposed 
inside. 

Regeneration boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster, has urged 
the two groups to meet in a 
bid to reach a consensus for 
the future of the building. 

But she said a decision on 
its future will be taken by 
the end of the year to ‘avoid 
further deterioration’ of the 
Hippodrome. 

Councillor Foster said: 
“The council has always 
stated it will look with an 
open mind at any viable op¬ 
tions for the future use of 
the building. 

“As part of this commit¬ 
ment we have agreed to give 
the friends group access to 
parts of the building which 
are safe to enter as they 
have requested this in order 
to support the development 
of a revised business plan. 

“The council’s consult¬ 
ants have advised that the 
total cost for dealing with 
the asbestos in the building 
is likely to be in the region 
of £400,000.”

THE Rotary Club of Dudley has completed 
a major refurbishment of the Rotary House 
sheltered accommodation on Middlepark 
Road.

ENVIRONMENTAL boss¬ 
es at Dudley Council wants 
borough residents to ensure 
that anyone collecting rub¬ 
bish from their property is 
registered and will dispose 
of it responsibly. 

The call comes during the 
busy summer period when 
people are carrying out gar¬ 
dening work such as cutting 
back trees and hedges and 
looking to dispose of large 
amounts of waste. 

Councillor Hilary Bills 
said anyone who is not a 
registered carrier of waste 
is likely to fly-tip their rub¬ 
bish. 

She said: “We would urge 
people to ensure they use 
registered waste carriers 
who will dispose of the rub¬ 
bish responsibly. 

“Paying someone to take 
it away who is not registered 
is likely to lead to the rub¬ 
bish being fly-tipped which 
leads to a cost to the tax¬ 
payer.” 

Residents in the bor¬ 
ough are also encouraged 
to use the fortnightly green 
waste recycling collection 
to dispose of smaller gar¬ 
den waste, while household 
waste can be taken to the 
Household Waste Recycling 
Centre in Birmingham 
Street, Stourbridge. The 
centre is open from 8am to 
8pm, Monday to Friday and 
8am to 4pm on weekends.

Shaun overcomes the heartbreak to triumph

SHAUN Abbott has suffered the heart¬ 
break of losing both of his parents in less 
than 18 months - while still a teenager. 

But he has battled against grief to secure 
an apprenticeship in his dream career. 

The 16-year-old was volunteering at Dud¬ 
ley charity City Can Cycle, which revamps 
old bikes, when his mother died of a heart 
attack last year. He caught the attention of 
Peso Omar Shariff, who knew him from his 
patrols. 

He suggested Shaun joined the Prince’s 
Trust Team scheme. He joined the pro¬ 
gramme in December under the guidance 


of Peso Hayley Giles,. She said he had an 
‘inspirational work-ethic’, which saw him 
achieve a near 100 per cent attendance re¬ 
cord. But just as the teenager was coming to 
terms with the loss of his mother, his father 
was diagnosed with lung cancer. 

Despite this, Shaun remained commit¬ 
ted to finishing the project and completed 
a placement with Wall Heath Bathrooms. 

It was only towards the end of the pro¬ 
gramme that his mentors learned he had 
spoken of his aspirations to become a 
plumber with his mother in the weeks be¬ 
fore her death. With the end in sight, and 


on the night of his presentation, his father 
was taken to hospital. He died on the last 
day of the programme - but to the amaze¬ 
ment of his mentors and colleagues, Shaun 
was back in the office the next morning. 

Peso Giles said: “He kept his spirit going 
and was just so committed.” 

At the end of the course delighted bosses 
at Wall Heath Bathrooms offered Shaun a 
plumbing apprenticeship. 

Peso Giles said: “He told his mother it 
was his dream to become a plumber and he 
did her proud by going out and making his 
dream come true.” 


improvements set to start 
on town centre road layout 


BUSINESSES have welcomed the news that 
work on a new traffic layout in Dudley town 
centre will start on Monday - offering better 
access to shops and easier parking. 

The £650,00 project in King Street will see it 
opened up to all traffic - a move council chiefs hope 
will benefit shops and businesses. Work will carry on 


until November. 

Council chiefs council 
said would leave retailers 
with enough time to build 
up Christmas trade. 

But they are worried 
about how the work could 
affect business. 

Dudley Council has 
pledged it would keep dis¬ 
ruption to a minimum. 

For 15 years, King Street, 
between Union Street and 
Flood Street, has been 
closed to motorists with 
buses and taxis being given 
priority, meaning there is no 
close parking for shoppers. 

This also means finding 
parking elsewhere is awk¬ 
ward for shoppers. Anyone 
wishing to drive from one 
side of the street to the other 
is diverted in a loop around 
Flood Street car parks to the 
rear of King Street. 

The scheme will see the 
road reopened to traffic 
from both directions with 
cars given priority over 
buses and taxis. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
transport, said: “It is our 
absolute aim to ensure that 
there is as little disruption 
as possible to businesses in 
the area.” 

Eight new parking spaces 
will be created in the hope it 
will encourage passers-by to 
stop and shop. 

A raised area to assist pe¬ 
destrians crossing the road 
will be installed and the 
traffic signals at the junc¬ 
tion with Hall Street will

be improved with updated 
pedestrian crossings. 

The council also said 
access to bus stops and 
shelters would be main¬ 
tained.Councillor Ahmed 
said the council had liaised 
with the retailers and their 
appetite for the improve¬ 
ments was ‘positive’. 

During the work, a diver¬ 
sion will be put in place and 
motorists wishing to gain 
access to Hall Street from 
Flood Street will be diverted 
via Duncan Edwards Way, 
the Castlegate roundabout 
and Trindle Road. 

Roy Jevons, who owns 
Roy Jevons Music, said: “We 
have been here 33 years 
and I remember when they 
changed the road originally 
to make it pedestrianised. 

“The footfall vanished 
when they did that so I 
would welcome a change 
back to the way it used to 
be, as long as when it is 
completed they police it 
properly.” 

Martin Marston, man¬ 
ager of Woodside Crafts, 
said: “When it is done it 
will bring more footfall but 
we are worried about how 
it will affect us during the 
work.” 

Paul Mill ward, manager 
of UNO Furniture, said: 
“When done it might be a 
great help but while it is 
happening it might affect 
trade.” 



£900,000 restoration ready to get started

WORK on a £900,000 regeneration 
scheme in the the heart of Dudley is 
getting under way. 

Council bosses said the project at 
the former Carvers Cafe, off Priory 
Street, will herald a ‘vibrant’ future 
for the town. 

The building will be transformed 
into a stylish new bar and restaurant 
to bring the rundown, boarded up 
premises back to life. 

It was also once home to Dudley’s 
first fire station and a former glass¬ 


works - and the new operators plan 
to paid homage to its past during the 
facelift.

Reminders from The 


Great war go on show

HUNDREDS of items be¬ 
longing to families from the 
Midlands are now on dis¬ 
play in Dudley, as part of a 
four-year exhibition paying 
tribute to the role of locals 
in the First World War. 

The two-part exhibition is packed 
full of items - all with local links. 

The first mimics a High Street, 
with shop frontages as display 
cases, to represent the Home Front, 
while the second is a trench, com¬ 
plete with working periscopes and 
the thundering sounds of bombs 
and guns going off. 

In the Home Front display, one 
of the most touching artefacts is the 
story of Beaty Westwood, who lived 
in Netherton at the time, and her 
letters which were donated from her 
family who now live in Kinver. 

Beaty was sent standard letters 
from her boyfriend, Tom Danks, 
also from Netherton. The letters are 
the standard issue, and the soldiers 
had to cross out the sayings that ap¬ 
plied to them. 

Signature 

Mr Danks’ letter simply read ‘I 
am quite well’ with his signature 
and the date at the bottom. 

Sadly like so many others, he 
didn’t survive the war, so the pair 
never got the chance to continue 
their relationship. 

Also in the same display is the 
paper which was used to send a gen¬ 
tleman called Fred Holloway’s ‘per¬ 
sonal effects’ home to his family. 

Included in the items is a remark¬ 
ably well-preserved wallet, which 
contains both English and French 
coins, as well as a 50 cent note is¬ 
sued by the Bank of Amiens. 

Adrian Durkin, an exhibition 
officer at the museum, said: “On 
the back of the paper was another 
address so it seems like the Army 
reused the paper someway. This dis¬ 
play is possibly the most poignant 
one we have. 

“There is also a picture that has 
been lent to us from the Simons

family, who are related to Beaty 
Westwood. The family are quite ar¬ 
tistic and there is a picture of Lord 
Kitchener, which was painted by 
Ernest Simons, their great uncle, 
when he was 15.” 

Another of the shop frontages’ 
shows the importance of the cavalry 
and the use of swords during the 
early months of the war. 

Alongside some of the swords that 
were used in the early days are pic¬ 
tures of two local cavalrymen. 

Trooper Harold Scamp, from 
Lower Gornal, was in the 7th Dra¬ 
goon Guards and Trooper William 
Hughes from the 3rd Battalion 1st 
Worcester Yeomanry, who was from 
Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, are 
both pictured on their steeds. 

Mr Durkin said: “The swords in 
the display do not belong to the two 
gentlemen but, seeing as they were 
in the cavalry we thought we would 


put their pictures in the display. 

“A lot of people don’t realise 
how many people were injured by 
swords in the first action of the war 
at Mons, so it’s nice for us to add in 
the pictures of these two local lads.” 

He added: “All of the items that 
we have in the exhibition have come 
from local people. 

Collectors 

“They have either come from col¬ 
lectors in the area or from families 
who had grandfathers or great-un¬ 
cles in the war. Often they would 
bring things home from the war 
with them and people have kept 
them in the family through the 
years. 

The museum put out appeals for 
people to come forward with their 
items from the war. 

Mr Durkin said they had an over¬ 


whelming response. “We had more 
than 50 people come forward with 
different items. 

“Unfortunately, we have had a lot 
of duplicates that people have lent 
us so we haven’t been able to ex¬ 
hibit everything, but I’d like to say 
thank you to everyone who brought 
something in to us. 

“Things such as demobilisation 
papers and the war medals have 
been brought in a few times, and we 
have tried to use as much of them 
as possible. 

“We have got a great collection 
of medals, with the main three that 
people got. 

“They are the 1914/15 Star, the 
War Medal and the Victory Medal. 
These were quite common. 

“They were nicknamed Pip, 
Squeak and Wilfred, after cartoon 
characters who were popular during 
the time.” 


Tweeted

“These discussions are 
still on going.” 

Power cut to 
3,500 homes

Funding 
boost for 
troubled 
families 

HUNDREDS of families 
across Dudley will be of¬ 
fered help as part of a Gov¬ 
ernment scheme aimed at 
tackling problems which are 
often passed from genera¬ 
tion to generation. 

Dudley Council has 
become one of only two 
authorities in the West Mid¬ 
lands to be awarded more 
funding towards its troubled 
families programme. 

The cash will be provided 
in a bid to encourage more 
children to return to school 
and get more adults back 
into work. 

Practical support will 
include CV writing, job in¬ 
terview skills and highlight 
training opportunities and 
job vacancies in the area. 
They will also put families 
in contact with local em¬ 
ployers. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: 
“The extra funding will 
allow more families in 
Dudley to benefit from the 
programme with further 
support for families affected 
by domestic violence and 
those suffering with a range 
of health problems.” 

The programme also aims 
to reduce anti-social behav¬ 
iour and cCouncil chiefs will 
be looking to cut crime and 
tackle issues such as teen¬ 
age pregnancies. 

Docs may have 
to say sorry 

DOCTORS could be forced 
to apologise to patients and 
families if regulators find 
them to be in the wrong. 

A new consultation from 
the General Medical Coun¬ 
cil questions whether or 
not doctors across the UK 
should be required to say 
sorry if they have failed to 
do so.

Work starts on houses at old factory site

BUILDING work is under way at the old 
Lloyds metal works, off Brettell Lane, 
Brier ley Hill. 

The engineering firm once made propel¬ 
lers during the Second World War before 
shifting production to heavy duty chains 
and starter rings. 

But the firm moved production to India 
by the start of 2006, leading to the factory 
being demolished for redevelopment. 

Piles of rubble and overgrown weeds will 
be now be replaced with 80 new homes. 

The computer generated image released 
by developer Taylor Wimpey shows how the 
two, three and four-bedroom properties will 


breathe new life into the site. Ward coun¬ 
cillor Margaret Wilson has welcomed the 
work, saying it was important site in the 
town, which had become an ‘eyesore’ in re¬ 
cent years. 

“It has been in a bad state for a while 
now. I would liked to have seen more social 
housing in the area. 

“However, this is still a good develop¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Anne Wallace, from Taylor Wimpey Mid¬ 
lands, described it as a ‘prime location’ be¬ 
side Dudley Canal and an area of woodland 
designated as a Site of Local Importance for 
Nature Conservation. 


She added: “The former Lloyds factory 
site had been vacant and disused for some 
time and it really wasn’t doing justice to the 
area - but now construction is well under 
way at Lockside Walk, its appearance is 
changing dramatically for the better.” 

Early prices include three-bedroom 
houses at £158,995 and four-bedroom at 
£246,950. 

The developer was granted planning per¬ 
mission for the new homes in November 
last year. 

A scheme had earlier won outline ap¬ 
proval more than four years ago for 156 
homes but those plans were revised. 


Delight for students with 
their GCSE exams success

THOUSANDS of teenagers 
across Dudley and Sandwell 
have been celebrating a bumper 
crop of GCSE results. 

Nationally the proportion of GCSEs 
awarded a C or higher rose for the first 
time in three years, but figures also 
showed large swings in English and 
maths results. 

Across England many headteachers re¬ 
ported volatile results and warned that for 
some students it could affect their chances 
of a place at a top university or their oppor¬ 
tunity to go on to sixth-form or college. 

At Old Swinford Hospital School some of 
the outstanding achievements came from 
Oliver Mann, from Stourbridge, who gained 
nine A*, Arthur Heung, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, who got four grade A*, five grade A and 
one grade B, and Cameron Harrison, from 
Stourbridge, who got 2 grade A*, 4 grade A 
and 4 grade B. 

In Halesowen at Windsor High School 
and Sixth Form 74 per cent of pupils gained 
five A*-C grades and 23 per cent of grades 
were at A*-A. 

Proud 

Headteacher Keith Sorrell said: “These 
are great results again this year. I am very 
proud of ah our students and congratulate 
them and the staff on such excellent per¬ 
formance. 

“I am particularly pleased with the big 
increase in A* and A grades this year over¬ 
all and 20 students gained 8 or more A*-A 
grades.” 

At Heathheld School, Wolverley, 86 per 
cent of pupils achieved five or more A*-C 
grades including English and maths with a 
100 per cent pass rate. 

For the third year in a row the percentage 
rate increased with 76 per cent of subjects 
taken graded at A*, A or B. Two pupils at 
the school passed all subjects at A*. 

Mrs Faith Wilson, deputy head said, “We 
are delighted for our students. They have 
worked extremely hard and the results re¬ 
flect this. They have ah gained the place 
they wanted to continue their education. 
Congratulations to ah.” 

At Hagley Catholic High School 80 per 


cent of pupils secured five or more A*-C 
grades, including English & maths. 

In maths 89 per cent achieved A*-C 
grades, 88 per cent achieved A*-C in Eng¬ 
lish and 86 per cent of pupils secured A*-C 
in at least one of the sciences. 

Nearly one in three pupils secured at 
least five A*-A grades with ten pupils scor¬ 
ing 10 or more A*-A grades. 

Mr Ted Hammond, headteacher, said: 
“These are quite remarkable results for a 
non-selective intake. 

“Virtually ah of the pupils have attained 
five A*-G qualifications. Congratulations to 
the pupils and their families.” 

At Ormiston Forge Academy, Cradley 
Heath, 56 per cent of year 11 students 
achieved five A*-C grades including Eng¬ 
lish and Maths. And 73 per cent of students 
achieved 5 A*-C grades, this is in spite of 


declining national trends. This represented 
a 12 per cent increase on the five A* - C 
grades including English and maths from 
last year. 

Notable achievements included: Liane 
Southall 7-A*, 4-A, 1-B; Halima Sultana 
5-A*, 3-A, 4-B; Stephanie Hudson 5-A*, 
4-A; Katherine Jeffery 3-A*, 3-A, 6-B; Tyla 
Allen 2-A*, 4-A, 2-B; Kieran Toland 2-A*, 
8-A, 2-B; Moosa Rehman 2-A*, 3-A, 3-B and 
Hayley Munn 1-A*, 7-A, 4-B. 

Progress 

The overall pass rate for English and 
maths was 94 per cent. The maths improve¬ 
ment saw an eight per cent increase on last 
year to 61% this year, plus a record number 
of A*s. 

Principal Andrew Burns, said: “We are 
incredibly proud of our students who have 


worked hard in their GCSE studies to 
achieve these results.” He added: “I am es¬ 
pecially pleased that the levels of progress 
continue to show a strong year-on-year im¬ 
provement, this reflects the overall perfor¬ 
mance of every student in every subject. ” 
Dr Lisa Mason, vice principal for Key 
Stage 4, said: “I congratulate them ah.” 

Results for England, Wales and North¬ 
ern Ireland showed a sharp drop in English 
grades, with 61.7 per cent of entries scoring 
A*-C, down 1.9 percentage points from last 
summer in the biggest drop in history. 

Maths saw an opposite result, with 62.4 
per cent of entries gaining an A*-C grade, 
up a massive 4.8 percentage points on 2013. 

Exam chiefs suggested that the changes 
in results were down to recent education 
reforms, including removing speaking and 
listening from final English grades.

Stuff of dreams as 
story comes to life 


Hollywood’s depiction of a 
debut novel has excited its 
Black Country writer, as he 
tells ADAM BURLING 

HIS debut novel has been 
translated into more than 30 
languages and spent a year on 
the bestseller list - and now the 
star-studded film adaptation is 
about to hit cinemas across 
the country. 

It’s the stuff of dreams for most 
budding writers - and Steve Watson 
admits he has to pinch himself ‘al¬ 
most every day’. 

The author, from Stourbridge, wrote 
Before I Go To Sleep while working as an 
audiology specialist at St Thomas’ Hospi¬ 
tal in London. 

It went on to become one of 2010’s 
best-selling novels - and had film makers 
battling it out for the rights. 

Now the finished article, starring 
Nicole Kidman and Colin Firth, is being 
released in UK cinemas on September 5. 

And Mr Watson is watching from 
afar as the tale he spent years working 
becomes the talking point of the movie 
industry. 

He says: “I’ve seen it about nine times 
now and I’m just as excited as anyone 
else. It feels like somebody else’s project 
now and I can just enjoy the excitement 
around the film. 

“It’s wonderful to see everyone is so 
enthusiastic about it, but it does feel like 
it isn’t anything to do with me, which I 
think in a way is a good thing.” 

Mr Watson, a former pupil at The 
Wordsley School and King Edward VI 
Sixth Form College in Stourbridge, wrote 
the novel under the name SJ Watson. 

He has given the film his blessing and 
spent a number of days on set in London 
during filming. And he admits he was re¬ 
lieved that, despite a few changes to the

plot, the film has remained faithful to 
his novel. “I am very lucky as the film 
is great - it’s everything I could have 
wished for and more,” he says. 

“I’m a huge fan of the old-fashioned 
thrillers where it’s not all based on 
technology but it’s more about the cen¬ 
tral performances, and that’s what this 
is like. 

“It is in the tradition of Hitchcock 
and film noir.” 

Kidman and Firth are joined by Mark 
Strong, playing Dr Nash, and Anne-Ma¬ 
rie Duff. The movie is directed by 


Rowan Joffe, who wrote the screenplay 
for 28 Weeks Later. 

Mr Watson started writing the book 
as a hobby while working as an audiol¬ 
ogy specialist in London. 

Kidman plays Christine Lucas, who 
wakes up to find she does not recognise 
her life, while Firth plays her husband 
Ben. Each day Christine wakes up and 
remembers nothing about her life. 

But as she becomes involved with Dr 
Edmund Nash, she is led on a journey 
to find out what has happened to her. 

For someone who wrote the story dur¬ 


ing a sabbatical from work, Mr Watson 
says it is difficult to come to terms with 
seeing a star like Kidman get ‘under the 
skin’ of a character he created. 

He says: “She knows Christine better 
than me now. 

“There is one scene - it’s near the end 
of the film so I won’t give it away - and 
the first time I saw it, I was just watch¬ 
ing all the nuances that I could imagine 
when I originally wrote it reflected in 
her face. 

“She is a great actor and has com¬ 
pletely made the role her own.” 

Now living in London, he is finishing 
his follow-up novel Second Life, which is 
due for release in February. 

He says it is another psychological 
thriller centred around ‘obsession, ad¬ 
diction and grief’, telling the story of 
a woman who becomes obsessed with 
finding out why her sister was violently 
killed - taking her to ‘some dark places’. 

Though he felt plenty of pressure to 
match the success of Before I Go To 
Sleep, he realised he needed to write 
what came naturally to him, rather than 
‘cynically trying to come up with some¬ 
thing popular’. 

“The first book was such a phenome¬ 
non that the new one could do very well 
and still be judged a failure in compari¬ 
son,” he admits. 

“It is important to have the confidence 
to write what comes from deep within 
- it’s what I’ve done so far and it’s got 
me here.” 

When his debut novel was released, 
Mr Watson says he had not decided 
whether to return to his day job. But he 
is now coming to terms with life as a full¬ 
time writer and says he feels ‘incredibly 
fortunate’ to have ended up doing what 
he loves for a living. 

Kidman, who undertook extensive re¬ 
search for her role, said: “I watched a 
number of documentaries where people 
do have this psychogenic amnesia. 

“The idea of actually having this is 
horrifying. Someone described it as like 
losing their soul.”

IT was disheartening to see the 
war of words between Tory MP 
Chris Kelly and Labour coun¬ 
cillor Pete Lowe over the Black 
Country flag. 

Mr Kelly reckons organisers 
of the hugely-successful Black 
Country Festival should have 
sourced them locally, or at least 
in the UK, rather than from Tai¬ 
wan. Councillor Lowe, standing 
as Parliamentary candidate in 
Stourbridge next year, makes 
the valid point that there was not 
a lot of time to get so many flags 
and that we happened to see 
them flown all over the world in 
the run-up to and after the fes¬ 
tival. 

But then he slightly spoils it by 
saying: “Why a millionaire Tory 
would want to try and pick fault 
with the best community-led 
festival in years is beyond me.” 

That’s a bit of a cheap shot. 
An MP is entitled to his opinion 
whether he’s wealthy or not. And 
it is nothing to do with which 
political party he’s from either. 
Labour MPs such as Warley’s 
John Spellar have championed 
producing things in Britain too. 

I don’t agree with Mr Kelly’s 
point, although I can see where 
he’s coming from. After all, when 
we’re flying the flag for an area 
that’s proud of making things, 
it’s ironic that it carries a label 
saying it’s made in Taiwan. 

However, he is probably 
nit-picking unnecessarily when 
you consider just how good the 
festival was and what it’s done 
for pride in where we’re from and 
what we’ve achieved. 

But one of the best things 
about it was how it was a real 
community effortbacked by 
councillors of all parties in all 
boroughs,This was an event all 
about celebrating our common 
ground. What a shame it’s been 
used as a political football. 

One thing I’d like to see the 
new police and crime commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands 
David Jamieson to do is lobby 
the Home Office for a change in 
the legislation on what happens 
when a ‘vacancy’ occurs. 

I use the quote marks be¬ 
cause that’s a rather clinical 
and unfeeling way of describing 
the death of an incumbent. Bob 
Jones had only passed away 
a few hours before councillors 
were forced to discuss the pro¬ 
cess for a by-election owing to 
a rule within the Police Reform 
and Social Responsibility Act 
that required it be held within 35 
days. 

That left us in the situation of 
people going to the polls in Au¬ 
gust when a lot of people are 
away. Those who were around to 
vote weren’t interested in doing 
so. A little more time to plan the 
election, spread the word, hold 
public meetings and explain 
what the role is even for might 
have made a difference. 

As it stands the Government 
will be able to shrug off the poor 
turnout as being the time of year, 
rather than a sign that, two years 
on people still don’t really know 
what the PCC role is all about.

A SHORT tempered Dudley man 
took revenge when a neighbour 
complained about the noise from 
him arguing with his girlfriend, a 
court was told. 

Shane Lewis grabbed an eight inch 
kitchen knife and a long piece of wood 
which he used to smash two windows 
at the home of the complainant, said 
Mr Gurdeep Garcha, prosecuting at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Trouble flared when the neighbour 
started banging the wall to protest as the 
22-year-old and his girlfriend shouted at 
each other in the early hours, Mr Garcha 
told the court. 

Soon afterwards the man saw Lewis out¬ 
side his home armed with the knife and 
feared for his life, the court heard. 

Mr Garcha added the windows were 
broken after the complainant declined a 
request to ‘come outside.’ at 3.40am on Oc¬ 
tober 4. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, claimed 
Lewis was a changed man since the in¬ 
cident. He told the court: “At the time of 
these offences he was drunk and emotional 
after a fall out with his girlfriend 

“He is now making determined efforts 
to lead a crime free life and has become a 
sober and sensible young man.” 

Lewis of Clarence Street, Upper Gornal 
admitted criminal damage and possessing 
a bladed article and received a nine month 
jail term suspended for two years with 150 
hours unpaid work. 

Recorder Geoffrey Kelly told Lewis: 
“This neighbour was minding his own busi¬ 
ness trying to get some sleep but they could 
not because of your arguing. 

“Not surprisingly he had reached the end 
of his tether and he banged on the walls. 

“But you then got the knife and you 
smashed his windows. 

“You have an appalling criminal record 
and cannot control yourself when things 
upset you or do not go the way you think 
they should.”

I was appalled to learn of 
the murder of James Foley 
by a British jihadist. 

Like all decent people I 
condemn the barbaric and 
brutal act that has taken 
place. 

We should be clear what 
this act is — it is an act of 
murder, and murder with¬ 
out any justification. 

The individual responsi¬ 
ble has not been not identi¬ 
fied but it looks increasingly 
likely that it is a British 
citizen.

pirate cost industry £2.3m 


A DUDLEY-BORN film pirate 
cost Universal Pictures an es¬ 
timated £2.3 million by being

Philip Danks last week started a 
two-year and nine-month jail sen¬ 
tence after he secretly took a video of 
the movie at the Showcase Cinema, 
Walsall, on May 17 last year - the 
day it was released in the UK before

being shown anywhere else in the 
world. 

He uploaded it onto the internet via his 
personal website Bit Buddy the following 
day after converting the pirated cam¬ 
corder version into a digital copy. 

That copy - which carried his tell-tale 
‘tag’ Thecod3r - was then downloaded 
free of charge by around 779,000 people 
in the next four weeks, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. Mr Ari Alibhai, 


prosecuting for the Federation Against 
Copyright Theft, said: “The estimated 
loss to the industry is conservatively es¬ 
timated at £2.3m.” 

Danks, aged 25, of Livingstone Road, 
Bloxwich, made just £1,000 from selling 
versions of his copy. He later bragged on 
his Facebook page: ‘Seven billion peo¬ 
ple and I was the first.’ Mr Christopher 
Loach, defending, said: “He has no sub¬ 
stantial assets of any sort and his finan¬ 
cial gain has been extremely limited.” 

Danks admitted three charges of dis¬ 
tributing pirate copies.

Illustrious family's 
Victorian snapshots 


RELAXING in the sun, hav¬ 
ing a picnic in the garden 
and holidaying by a riv¬ 
er - these are the candid 
personal photos of one of 
the Black Country’s most 
illustrious families. 

The remarkable pictures 
were unearthed by a collector 
who bought a box full of orig¬ 
inal glass plates with ‘Haden 
Hill’ written on them at an 
auction in Leominster. 

The adopted daughters of 
George Alfred Haden Haden-Best, 
who built the stately home Haden 
Hill House in Cradley Heath, are 
the main focus of the photographs, 
but Mr Haden-Best himself can be 
seen in some of the shots. 

Alice Cockin and Emily Bryant 
can be seen on holiday, beside 
lakes, on rolling hills, as well as at 
home. The pictures offer a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into the life and times 
of the rich Victorian family. 

An exhibition, called Forgotten

Moments, has been set up at the 
stately home, which now acts as 
the Haden Hill House Museum 
after the Haden Hill Historical So¬ 
ciety successfully bid in the region 
of £700 for the collection on auc¬ 
tion site eBay. 

Alison Hyatt, visitor services of¬ 
ficer, said: “The pictures are fasci¬ 
nating, and very important for us. 

“It’s really interesting to see 
these pictures with them being so 
informal, it shows that they spent 
a lot of their time doing the same 
things that we did, such as having 
picnics, spending time with their 
family and that sort of thing. 

“We think the pictures were 
taken somewhere around the late 
1800s or early 1900s.” 

Jane Hanney, museum services 
manager at Sandwell Council, 
said: “These are unique images as 
we have so few photographs of Mr 
Haden Best and his family but to 


see them in deck chairs and by the 
seaside is just amazing.” 

Mr Haden-Best’s family owned 
the area around the house for hun¬ 
dreds of years, and he inherited the 
estate in 1877. He built Haden Hill 
House in 1878 and lived in it with 
the two girls, who were daughters 
of local families, and his aunt, Mrs 
Barrs, who the road the house sits 
on is named after. 

In his later life, he was a busi¬ 
nessman, earning money from rent 
on properties he owned in the area, 
and also from stocks and shares he 
owned, including some in the Great 
Western Railway company. He was 
also given £55,000 compensation, 
equivalent to millions of pounds in 
today’s money, by a mining com¬ 
pany who wanted to mine under 
some of his land. 

The girls had an upper-class 
lifestyle, and while Alice married, 
Emily stayed with Mr Hayden-Best 
until his death in 1921. The house 
is open on Thursdays and Fridays 
from 10am to 5pm and weekends 
from 2-6pm. For details visit www.

Black country flags 
row made in Taiwan

A MP has come under fire 
for arguing that Black Coun¬ 
try flags should have been 
sourced from a Midlands 
manufacturer rather than be 
made in Taiwan. 

Thousands of people attended 
events marking Black Country 
Day last month after campaign¬ 
ers organised a festival of themed 
events. 

The distinctive red and black flag, 
designed by schoolgirl Gracie Shep¬ 
pard, was selected as the area’s own 
flag and is now recognised by the Gov¬ 
ernment. People rushed to buy the 
flags in the build up to July 14 with 
stores selling out due to high demand. 

But Black Country Festival organ¬ 
isers sourced flags for the day from 
a Taiwan manufacturer more than 
6,000 miles away. 

Festival founder Gaz Sawers said 
he had been unable to find a Midlands 
manufacturer to supply the flags in 
bulk for the big day. He said one quote 
was £75 per flag for larger versions. 

But Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
caused a storm after saying that the 
flags should have been made by a local 
firm or from a UK manufacturer. 

“Black Country Day was first held 
last year and they have had 12 months 
to source a local supplier,” he said. 
“There’s been plenty of time to source 
a local Black Country supplier, or at 
least one in the UK, and it’s a great 
pity that could not be done. 

“Maybe those who wrapped them¬ 
selves in the flag for their own political 
gam could have sourced a more local 
supply.” 

Mr Sawers, known as Black Coun¬ 
try Gaz, performed during the festival, 
and said: “We tried our very best, but 
just could not find anyone locally. If 
someone had come forward then great. 
We had to find somewhere that could 


do them for a price people could pay.” 

But Councillor Pete Lowe, Dudley 
Council’s deputy leader who helped 
establish the Black Country Festi¬ 
val, condemned the MP’s comments. 
“They tried to source them locally, 
but no-one could provide the amount 
required within the timescale. After all 


we had thousands on display through¬ 
out the world. 

“Why a millionaire Tory would want 
to try and pick fault with the best com¬ 
munity-led festival in years is beyond 
me. I’m proud of what our community 
did and advise them to ignore the de¬ 
tractors.”

Reece plays it straight 
in a new police drama 


C omedy can be a funny 

business. One minute you’re at 
the top of the tree, the next you 
can be forgotten, a spent force no 
longer able to raise a smile. 

When the Monty Python TV series 
ended, nobody knew what the future 
would hold for its members. 

Some observers thought they may 
vanish without a trace, but in fact, they 
all went on to enjoy varying degrees 
of success - for them, the sum of the 
whole was not greater than the parts. 

The same could be said about the 
League of Gentlemen team. Jeremy 
Dyson (the one everybody always 
forgets about) has enjoyed success in 
the fields of writing and directing, 
while Steve Pemberton is an instantly 
recognisable character actor and Mark 
Gatiss is a loveable polymath. 

For a while it seemed that Reece 
Shearsmith might not reach the 
heights of his colleagues, but in the 
past year that’s all changed. 

Inside Number 9, the series he 
wrote and starred in with Pemberton, 
was a resounding success, and he 
also reinvented himself as a dramatic 
actor with roles in the horror movie 


A Field in England and on the small 
screen in The Widower. 

He’s playing it straight again in new 
series Chasing Shadows, ITV, 
9.00pm. 

“I’m probably what you would 
describe as a character actor and I do 
immerse myself in the parts,” says 
Shearsmith. 

“I don’t get recognised a lot because 
I’m usually disguised on screen. “I 
quite like the level I’m at where I can 
have a normal life and walk around. 
The work is the thing that speaks for 
me. I’m not really a personality, I just 
do the acting and that’s what I want 
people to see.” 

That may all change if Chasing 
Shadows is a major success and 
returns for another series after this 
initial run of four episodes. 

The Hull-born actor reckons it could 
continue. “I’d love to do more. I think 
it’s only the start of what could be a 
really interesting journey for all of the 
characters. There are so many stories 
that could be told.” 

Shearsmith plays DS Sean Stone, a 
misfit who struggles to deal with 


people and is reassigned to a missing 
person’s unit after offending his boss. 

There he meets Ruth Hattersley, 
who learns to deal with Sean’s odd 
quirks and habits, and quickly realises 
how useful he could be when it comes 
to finding lost souls. 

Alex Kingston portrays her, and 
Noel Clarke has been cast as their 
boss, Dl Prior. 

Their first case involves the 
disappearance of 16-year-old 
schoolgirl Taylor, and will be told over 
two nail-biting episodes. 

She’s initially thought to be a routine 
runaway, until Sean discovers she had 
a dark secret and was logging into 
internet forums about suicide. 

We won’t give away what happens 
next, but Sean’s attention to detail 
enables him and Ruth to uncover 
something very shocking indeed. 

It’s an unforgettable story, and after 
it has been broadcast, you can bet 
that Shearsmith won’t be able to stay 
anonymous for long. 

Don Warrington, Adjoa Andoh, Alfie 
Field, Lynda Baron, Myriam Acharki 
and Imogen Daines also star.

Clear move from diesels 


New car buyers are moving 
back towards petrol engines 
after years of diesel domina¬ 
tion, if Ford’s latest sales fig¬ 
ures are any guide. 

The company has revealed that 
its multi-award-winning 1.0-litre 
Ecoboost turbocharged petrol 
engine now powers one in every 
five cars sold in Europe, totalling 
120,000 vehicles from January to 
the end of June. 


That figure is an increase from 
104,000 1.0-litre Ecoboost-powered 
cars sold in the same period in 2013. 

Within the statistics there is a clear 
move away from diesel in some sec¬ 
tors, with the B-Max showing 47 per 
cent of sales going to the smallest 
Ecoboost unit.

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Peugeot’s 
new estate 
will tick all 
the boxes 
for families

Peugeot has been very thorough in adapting 
its current European Car of the Year for the 
role of load lugging estate to take on some 
formidable opposition. 

It means the new 308 SW can stand its corner 
against the likes of a VW Golf, SEAT Leon or Ford 
Focus as family holdall with more practicality than a 
hatchback. 

To make sure the SW is up to the mark in the down to 
earth world of family motoring, it has front and rear wheels 
further apart than on the hatchback, with a little of the extra 
room devoted to rear seat passengers, but most of the extra 
space released for luggage. 

Ramping up the practicality quotient, the split/folding rear 
seats flop forward at the pull of a couple of levers in the boot 
sides to give a floor so near perfectly flat you’ll never notice 
the tiny incline, unlike the ski slope of some other estates 
and SUVs. 

The resultant 1,660 litres of load space betters the Golf 
and SEAT by a little (both with 1,620 litres), while the Focus, 
with 1,502 litres of space, is kicked into the long grass. 

Boon 

A useful added touch of practicality is the little ski hatch 
between the seats that will be a boon on trips to the DIY 
store for long, thin bits of wood. Also, the boot cover retracts 
into its own cassette, which then stows securely out of the 
way in a slot under the boot floor. 

Peugeot missed a trick by not letting the front passenger 
seat flop forward to get the absolute most out of the space 
inside their new machine, but otherwise they’ve done a thor¬ 
ough job of the move from hatch to estate. 

So thorough that the £700 premium for all that extra stow¬ 
age space and a little more room in the back seats looks 
more than reasonable. 

The 308 SW range starts at £16,845 for a version pow¬ 
ered by Peugeot’s new 1.2-litre engine; a three-cylinder unit 
chosen for its economy potential and the same basic design 
that’s rapidly becoming an industry standard in the race to 
cut consumption and exhaust pipe pollution. 

The range then expands to take in more powerful version 
of the same 1.2-litre petrol unit, along with a couple of die¬ 
sels, with 1.6 and 2.0-litre displacements, and tops out at 
£25,145 for a bells and whistles Feline trim car with auto¬ 
matic gears. 

Every 308 SW shares the same dashboard found in the 
hatchback, which means drivers new to the car will need 
to get used to a tiny steering wheel designed to let you see 
the instrument panel over the top of the rim not through it, 
like you find in just about every other car made this last half 
century. 

Bold 

It’s a bold design move from Peugeot and there are peo¬ 
ple who never find the new arrangement as easily mastered 
as taking the conventional route. Lots of others soon don’t 
notice, while enjoying the mildly go-kart feel imparted by 
that small steering wheel. 

Design feature number two is a dashboard almost devoid 
of switches, with just about everything consigned to a big 
screen activated by a tap or two of the driver’s fingers. It 
certainly declutters the cockpit but renders some apparently 
simple commands (changing the radio channel, adjusting 
temperatures, for instance) more complex than before. 

The 308 SW drives in precisely the same manner as its 
slightly smaller hatchback sibling, which means it’s up there 
with the class best in terms of ride and ability to tackle a 
corner with zest and aplomb. 

Those are two words you didn’t associate with Peugeot 
for years, but the brand is rediscovering its mojo, which 
used to mean an easy going sense of style, and hopefully 
is back on track. 

Couple that with the deeply drawn practicality of the new 
SW version of the 308 (and the near certainty of beating 
40mpg however you drive) and Peugeot’s winning streak 
looks set to continue.

In driving 
seat with 
surprising 
VolvoV40 

By James Parker 


The Volvo V40 is a slick and wholly convinc¬ 
ing family hatch. Where V used to mean ‘es¬ 
tate’ in Volvo nomenclature, this time round 
it’s a five-door spin-off of the C30 coupe with 
a broad range of engines and some delightful 
interior detailing. Prepare to be surprised. 

Most British-bought V40s will deliver diesel drive 
via the four-cylinder 115bhp, 1.6-litre unit we’re 
looking at here, as fitted to the entry-level D2. It’s 
no ball of fire of course - 60mph takes 11.7 sec¬ 
onds on the way to 118mph - but it’s as fast as most 
will need it to be and 270Nm of torque means you 
won’t have to row the car along with the gearlever in 
town, an environment where, the V40 is very much 
at home. 

Here’s a hatch clearly developed by people who care 
about driving. 

The result is a very good compromise indeed of absor¬ 
bent ride and assured handling composure. 

You can always spoil it if you want to by opting for a 
‘sports’ chassis that offers firmer springs and dampers, and 
lowers the ride height by just under half an inch, also lower¬ 
ing the centre of gravity. 

The D2 model is capable of a headline-grabbing 78.5mpg 
on the combined cycle and a 94g/km of C02 reading that’ll 
side-steps the need for road tax and payment of the London 
congestion charge. 

To put that into perspective, at the time of launch, a com¬ 
parable 109bhp Mercedes A180 CDI managed 55.4mpg 
and 136g/km. 

Even BMW’s eco poster pin-up model, the 116d Efficient- 
Dynamics, struggles to get close. 

Sleeker 

The latest Volvo XC60 is more smartly styled these days 
- particularly at the front where there’s a much sleeker look. 
But the important stuff lies beneath the bonnet. 

The AWD D4 diesel model in RDesign trim that almost 
all buyers choose offers a sophisticated and efficient en¬ 
gine, namely a 2.4-litre five-cylinder unit now upgraded to 
181 bhp. 

There’s also a £1,500 option of automatic transmission 
with a Geartronic six-speed gearbox. 

The D4 AWD manual model will return 53.3mpg on the 
combined cycle and 139g/km of C02, which is actually very 
good by class standards. 

The latest styling changes comprise a redesigned front 
featuring a re-sculpted bonnet. 

The Swedish company has made a concerted effort to 
remove any black trim pieces from the exterior to create a 
more upmarket, cohesive look. 

The XC60 also benefits from an interior upgrade. There 
are now better quality wood inlays, a plusher headlining, 
textile B-pillars and there are also some very well finished 
silk metal frames around the air vents and light controls. 

The rear seats remain a little higher than the front pair 
to give better visibility for children and the two outer seats 
in the back can be specified with two-stage booster cush¬ 
ions. 

The interior feels very airy courtesy of some serious glaz¬ 
ing overhead, the laminated glass panorama roof being one 
of the biggest in the sector. 

The load opening at the back is also the widest amongst 
the XC60’s direct competition, opening to reveal a 480-litre 
capacity. 

As in the XC70, the rear seat is a three-piece affair that 
folds 40-20-40, with each section capable of folding down 
completely flat.
